URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


I have  the  pleasure  of  bringing  to  your  notice  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the 
District  for  the  year  ending  Deo&nber  1921. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Remain  largely  unchanged.  The  year  has  been  a bad 
year  as  far  as  Trade  Conditions  are  concerned,  there  having 
. )een  a great  amount  of  Short  Time.  This  does  not  appear  to 
lave  affected  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  district  in  any 
particular  way.  Greet  land  is  particularly  fortunate  in  not 
Doing  dependent  on  one  class  of  industry,  there  being  Cotton, 

i 

Dyeing,  Brass  Working,  different  branches  of  the  Woollen  Trade 
and  a certain  amount  of  Engineering.  Consequently  when  one 
□lass  of  Trade  is  stopped,  it  does  not  always  follow  that  the 
whole  of  the  other  Trades  are  at  a standstill.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  unemployment  pay  has  materially  helped  the 
hardest  cases.  The  most  Interesting  feature  of  last  year  was 
the  t aiding  of  the  Census.  In  1911,  the  taking  of  the  last 
census,  the  population  was  4,490.  The  last  oensus  return

show's  the  population  to  be  4,437,  a decrease  in  the  number 
of  residents  of  53.  The  slight  alteration  in  the 
population  is,  I think,  explained  by  the  faot  that  the 
population  of  Greet  land  is  largely  stationary,  and  that  there 
has  been  praotioally  no  building  carried  out  during  the  last 
10  years .

Although  the  sunnier  was  exceptionally  dry  no  ourt  ailment 
of  the  Water  Supply  was  neoessary.  The  supply  was  adequate 
and  of  good  quality.

. iditlons  are  Diphtheria  and  Pneumonia.  In  oonneotion  with  j 

tfitheria  and  Sore  Throats  generally  a careful  examination  and 

station  was  carried  out  when  possible.

1 *oa£  before  returning  to  the  Sohool.  At  the  same  time  the 
iool  itself  was  inspected  and  no  insanitary  conditions  were 
! ind.  The  surroundings  of  the  sohool  were  also  go&e  over  and 
:ie  minor  sanitary  matters  were  adjusted.  The  Counoil  tip  at 
| .gh  Croft  Head,  which  it  was  thought  might  possibly  be  a source 
trouble  was  moved  further  away. 

In  all  oases  Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
rneotor.

VALENCE  and  CONTROL  of  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Pour  fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
.s  year.  Most  of  the  oases  attend  the  Sowerby  Bridge  Dispensary 
. receive  treatment  and  instruction.  The  ITurse  from  the 
pens  ary  visits  at  their  homes.  Two  of  the  oases  of  Tuberculosis 
ving  under  adverse  conditions  I referred  to  in  my  last  report  hav 
i ziaged  to  secure  fresh  houses.  There  are  still  jjame  Tuberculosis 
tients  living  under  adverse  conditions...

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J HOUSING. 

There  has  been  no  change  In  the  Housing  Conditions 
sinoe  last  year.  No  new  houses  have  been  ereoted  and  no 

existing  dwellings  hare  been  demolished.  I append  below 
' the  table  giving  particulars. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births:-  The  total  births  registered  in  the  district  were  71 
as  against  65  in  1920,  and  48  in  1919,  giving  a rate  per  1000 
i!  of  16.0  as  against  a rate  of  14.2  in  1920  and  10.4  in  1919  and 
10.68  in  1918.  The  rate  per  1000  for  England  and  Wales  was 
22.4  per  1000  births  in  1921  and  25.4  per  1000  in  1920.  Our 
birth  rate  still  remains  a low  one  in  comparison  with  the 
general  rate,  largely,  I think,  beoause  the  population  is 
mostly  stationary,  and  in  the  absence  of  further  building  new 
families  must  seek  elsewhere  for  aooomodation. 

The  total  illegitimate  births  were  2 in  1921  as 
against  5 in  1920  and  4 in  1919. 

TOTAL  DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  52  as 
against  51  last  year.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  12.1  in  1921  and  12.4  in  1920.  The  death  rate  for 
Greet  land  in  1921  was  11.7  per  1000  as  against  11.1  in  1920 
and  12.9  in  1919.  The  death  rate  continues  as  usual  below 
the  average.

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IKPAOTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  4 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
giving  a rate  of  56.3  per- 1000  births  as  against  15.3  per  1000 
In  1920  and  62.5  in  1919,  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
being  83.  Two  of  the  deaths  were  attributable  to  congenital 
causes .
